The remaining mark, which will be referred to in this catalogue as mark 1a, consists of the Lascaris 
double-headed eagle within a shield rather than a circle, and has until now only been recorded ona 
small number of coins. It is similar to the mark found on a few silver crown-sized coins. This mark 
never appears together with mark 1; it only appears on pre-Lascaris coins, whereas mark 1 only 
appears on coins of Lascaris. The obvious implication is that mark 1a predates mark 1, and that the 
edict which ordered the stamping of copper coins with mark 1 exempted those coins which had 
already been stamped with mark 1a. See RS plate XVI, no.8, for an example of this mark.

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COMMEMORATIVE MEDALS 


A Collection of the Architectural Medals by Jacques Wiener (1815-1899) 

Jacques Wiener was one of the most accomplished European architectural medallists of the 
nineteenth century, specialising in interior views of churches and cathedrals from 1845 onwards. 
Usually his interior views are executed in high relief. Sometimes his medals were collaborations 
with his younger pupil brothers Charles and Leopold, particularly the latter who was an excellent 
portraitist. Unfortunately Jacques’s 32-year career ended abruptly in 1872 due to failing eyesight. 
The present collection offered was put together over many years and is from a private source. All 
the medals are bronze unless stated otherwise. Reference is made to Emiel van Hoydonck Jacques 
Wiener, Medailles, Jetons (1972) and Klaus Reinecke Jacques Wiener (Ordensmuseum Abtei Kamp 
Exhibition Catalogue 1989). These two books are sold in the numismatic literature section, lot 1612.

Centaurs 

The centaur is a mythical wild beast having the upper part of a human being and the lower part of a horse. The 
Oxford Classical Dictionary states that they were seen by the Greeks to be representative of “wild life, animal 
desires and barbarism. They are lustful and over-fond of wine”. The following five lots all feature centaurs. 


Italy, perhaps Florence or Rome, a small oval cast bronze plaquette of a Centaur, 15" century, “After 
the Antique”, the animal facing to the right its foreleg raised, wearing a lion-skin over his shoulders 
and carrying on his shoulder a basket, whilst also holding a thyrsus, the reverse shows the filed- 
down central circular casting sprue, 48mm x 40mm (Kress, bronzes, 255, fig 46; T&V, Bargello, 1996, 
12; Bange 110). A superb cast with deep dark brown patination, good very fine. £200-300 


Cast from an antique onyx cameo in Naples, which bears the name of Lorenzo de’Medici

Charles-Emmanuel was born under the sign of Saggitarius and adopted the symbol of the centaur as his badge. By the Treaty of 
Lyon Savoy gained the Marquisate of Saluzzo in exchange for four towns. The medal was parodied by Henri IV —see the next lot. 
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France, Henri IV (1589-1610), Successes against the Duke of Savoy, cast copper medal, 1602, by 
Philippe II Danfrie (1572-1604), signed P./DAN, bust of the king right, as Hercules, and wearing 
the skin of the Nemean lion, dated on truncation, ALCIDES. HIC. NOV. ORBL, rev:Henri, as Hercules, 
holds the crown of France and wields his club at the centaur, which as the likeness of the Duke of 
Savoy, OPPORTVNIVS, beaded border around both sides, 49.5mm (BMC [Jones], vol I, 193; Maz IL, 282).

The British Museum specimen, which features as the cover illustration of Mark Jones’s, Catalogue of French Medals in the British 

Museum, vol I, is in silver and has been highly chased. The catalogue records a further silver medal in the Bibliotheque 

Nationale, which is also home to the only recorded example in bronze. 

Henri IV had made considerable gains from Duke Charles Emmanuel of Savoy following the Treaty of Lyon in 1601. The Duke 

had been shown as a centaur on a medal dated 1588 which bore the legend, OPPORTUNE. The present medal was the French 
ing’s response and the reverse follows the legend of the centaur Nessus, who had offered to carry Deianira across the river 

Euenus, but then attempted to rape her. She was saved by Hercules who killed him. See also the note to the previous lot.

That no examples of this extremely rare medal are recorded in either the Welzl (1844-1846), Montenuovo (1880-1886) or 
Horsky (1910-1911) catalogues emphasises its rarity. The Turks suffered an overwhelming defeat at the Battle of Zenta (Senta) 
on the river Theiss, on September 11, 1697. Prince Eugene’s Imperial troops in Hungary killed 20,000 Turks captured the 
Ottoman treasury, all of its artillery and provisions and 10 of the Sultan’s wives. After the battle the Peace Treaty of Karlowitz 
in 1699, the Ottoman Empire was forced to cede Croatia, Hungary, Transylvania and Slovenia to Austria.

The records state that only five gold medals were struck of which it would seem only two could be available to commerce. The 
first was presented (as tradition decrees) to the Swedish monarch, Oscar II, the second to Adof Erik Nordenskidld, the expedition 
leader (now in the Swedish Royal Coin Cabinet), the third to Ludolf Palander, the Captain of the SS Vega, the third to Oscar 
Diksson, an expedition financer (now held in family trust), and to Alexander Sibiriakoff, a Russian mine owner, expedition 
financer and scientist. The costs of the expedition were financed in a three-way split between the Swedish King, Diksson and 


Sibiriakoff. At the time of the Russian Revolution Sibiriakoff fled the country and settled in Nice, living off a small pension granted 
him by Sweden. Whilst the medal on offer could be his, it seems more likely that it is, in fact, that presented to Captain Palander. 


The eventual success of the expedition established Nordenskidld as one of the great Polar explorers. The SS Vega, a converted 
whaling ship, sailed from Gothenburg on the 4” July, 1878 but a tantalising 120 miles short of the Bering Strait, on the 28" 
September, she was stuck in drift ice off Pitlekaj, and became completely ice-bound. The journey only continued on the 18" July 
the following year. Flying the flag of the Swedish Sailing Society the Vega arrived in Yokohama on the 2" September, 1879. The 
news that the Northeast Passage was navigable caused a worldwide sensation and Nordenskiéld was the hero of the hour. Adolf 
Erik Nordenskidld (1832-1901), was born in Finland (then a Russian state), but later became a Swedish citizen. He was a scientist 
and as expedition organiser the voyage was meticulously planned. He was not an arctic sailor was said to have been constantly 
seasick and dreaded the ice. Nordenskidld was much feted for his successes, receiving 17 medals from the learned societies of 
many countries. However he relied heavily on the navigational skills of Captain Palander, and Palander’s roll in the expedition 
cannot be underestimated, a fact reflected on the medal now offered, where it is his name that features prominently, whilst that of 
Nordenskidld is omitted. In Japan Nordenskidld purchased a vast collection of Japanese books now held in the Royal library in 
Stockholm, whilst his vast collection of maps is held by the University of Helsinki. The SS Vega returned via the Southern route 
and the Suez Canal, but the Northeast Passage had been opened and is still today a major shipping route.
